EDITORIAL   COMMENT 


Aliunni  Reminiscences  Should 
Be  Recorded 

Anyone  delving  around  in  the  history  of  the  college 
is  faced  with  the  fact  that  in  the  past  fifty  years  very 
little  has  been  published  in  the  way  of  reminiscences  which 
would  enli\en  the  immediate  past  or  make  figures  now 
historical  seem  alive  and  real.  Listen  to  a  group  of  re- 
turning alumni  and  you  will  hear  many  a  hilarious  story 
of  what  happened  on  such  and  such  occasion,  or  how  so 
and  so  fooled  Professor  X,  or  how  Professor  X  turned  the 
tables  on  so  and  so.  A  few  months  ago  several  alumni  of 
the  first  decade  of  the  century  were 
reminiscing,  and  out  of  these  memories 
the  listener  could  see  how  closely  akin 
the  undergraduates  of  1904  were  to 
their  counterparts  of  1954,  and  yet 
were  at  the  same  time  far,  far  apart. 
After  hearing  such  reminiscences,  one 
discovers  that  cold  names  in  a  cata- 
logued list  become  warm  and  living 
human  beings.  One  remembers  that 
this  name  was  once  a  boy  who  was  a 
poor  speaker  and  had  the  good  fortune 
to  make  a  speech  required  for  gradua- 
tion at  a  time  when  the  attention  of 
the  president  was  directed  toward  eject- 
ing from  Mcllwaine  Hall  a  misbehav- 
ing dog.  Again  at  Commencement  one 
was  aware  of  the  repetition  among  the 
alumni  of  stories  which  should  be  put 
in  the  archives  of  the  college  for  future 
historians. 
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Dr.  Massey's  Namesake 

Supporters  of  President  Eisenhower  and  the  public  in 
general  have  been  interested  in  the  church  affiliation  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States.  For  friends  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney,  this  has  a  special  meaning. 

Frequently  appearing  in  the  press,  in  news  reels,  and 
even  in  the  Neic  Yorker  magazine  has  been  the  name  of 
the  minister  of  the  Reid  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Augusta,  Georgia,  where  the  Eisenhowers  worship 
during  their  stays  in  this  southern  state. 

What  few  people  may  know  is  that  the  Reverend  Mas- 
sey  Mott  Heltzel,  pastor  of  the  Au- 
gusta Church,  is  a  namesake  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney's  own  beloved  Dr.  James 
Buckner  Alassey,  former  professor  of 
Bible.  During  one  of  Dr.  Massey's 
early  pastorates  in  North  Carolina,  the 
father  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Heltzel 
was  a  convert  to  Christianity.  Dr. 
Massey  was  instrumental  in  sending 
him  to  a  conference  in  Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee, where  he  came  under  the  in- 
fluence of  John  R.  Mott.  Subsequently 
when  Mr.  Heltzel's  son  was  born,  he 
was  given  the  name  of  Massey  Mott 
Heltzel. 


What  should  be  done  about  these 
memories  which  will  be  lost  if  not 
recorded  in  some  way  ?  Perhaps  the 
existence  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  room 
in  the  Library  will  inspire  the  alumni 
to  send  manuscript  material  to  be  filed 
there  for  future  historians.  Dr.  Whiting's  little  book  on 
the  professors  at  Hampden-Sydney,  1877-1880,  is  an  in- 
teresting account.  Dr.  Whiting's  is  a  name  frequently 
mentioned  when  alumni  gather,  and  a  book  filled  with 
tales  of  Dr.  Whiting  should  be  a  best  seller;  yet  none  of 
these  stories  have  ever  been  written  down.  The  future  will 
be  the  loser  if  the  alumni  do  not  write  their  college 
memories  down.

Mr.  Rodgers 
served  in  the  Virginia  House  of  Delegates  continuously 
from  1920  to  194H,  when  he  voluntarily  retired. 

The  Record  gladly  makes  this  corrected  statement 
and  congratulates  Mr.  Rodgers  on  his  long  and  valuable 
service  in  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia. 
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President  Gushing  At  Rest 
At  Hampden-Sydney 

One  recalls  what  {'resident  I'heoilore  Roosevelt  re- 
marked when  it  was  proposed  to  brinj^  back  the  body  ot 
his  son,  Quentin,  killed  in  France  in  World  War  I  to  be 
reinterrcd  in  his  own  Country,  "Let  the  tree  lie  where 
it  fell."  This  is  the  view  of  many  and  seems  most  fitting, 
but  there  are  cases  where  it  seems  eminently  in  order 
that  the  body  be  brought  back  and  placed  near  the  home 
and  where  the  li\ing  person  once  dwelt.  Such  it  seems 
to  us  is  the  case  of  President  Jonathan  P.  Cushing,  fifth 
President  of  the  College,  who  onl\'  b)  chance  died  in 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  on  his  journey  South  in  search 
of  health.  He  died  within  two  days  after  his  arrival 
there,  where  he  had  only  stopped  on  his  journey.  He  died 
where  he  was  unknown  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery 
In  Raleigh  among  strangers.  The  Hoard  of  Trustees  of 
Hampden-S\dney  saw  to  it  that  a  handsome  stone  on 
which  was  inscribed  a  noble  tribute  to  him  was  placed 
over  his  tomb,  in  the  passage  of  time  the  whereabouts  of 
the  grave  was  overlooked  and  forgotten,  there  being  no 
friends  or  relatives  in  Raleigh  who  had  ever  known  him 
to  bear  in  mind  his  last  resting  place. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  for  many  years  President  of 
Hampden-S>  dney,  noted  \'irginian  historian  and  genealo- 
gist, then  President  Emeritus,  sought  to  locate  his  grave 
and  about  two  years  ago  called  upon  the  Reverend  Robert 
Hluford,  Jr.,  Pastor  of  the  Boulevard  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Raleigh,  an  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney,  to 
see  if  he  could  not  find  the  last  resting  place  of  this  dis- 
tinguished former  president  of  the  C^ollege.  Mr.  Hluford 
responded  prompth  and  after  considerable  effort  located 
the  grave.  Dr.  Kggleston  at  once  began  the  moxement 
to  bring  the  remains  of  President  Cushing  back  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney to  be  reinterrcd  in  the  College  Church  Ceme- 
tery. He  spent  much  time  in  trying  to  locate  President 
Cushing's  relatives  and  began  the  necessary  steps  to  carry 
out  this  much  to  be  desired  end.  In  this  he  had  the  fullest 
cooperation  of  Mr.  Hluford  and  his  wish  was  finally 
accomplished  on  the  2^th  of  April,  1954,  one  hundred 
and  nineteen  years  from  the  date  of  the  death  of 
President  Cushing,  where  he  was  finally  laid  to  rest 
in  the  College  Cemetery,  the  ceremonies  being  con- 
ducted by  President  Gammon  and  Mr.  Hluford.  Mr. 
Hluford  himself  gave  Dr.  Eggleston  full  credit  for  his 
part  in  bringing  about  this  laudable  and  appropriate  action. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  prior  to  the  administration  of 
President  Cushing  all  of  the  Presidents  of  the  College 
had  been  Presbyterian  ministers  and  graduates  of  the 
College  of  New  Jerse\',  now  Princeton  Universitx .  Presi- 
dent Cushing  was  the  first  layman  and  not  a  Presbyterian 
but  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  was  a  grad- 
uate of  Dartmouth  College.  He  first  held  a  tutorship 
from  1817  until  18 1 9,  when  he  was  made  Professor  of 
Natural  Science  and  Chemistry.  In  1S21,  at  the  age  of 
28,  he  became  president,  serving  until  i8js.  He  was, 
therefore,  associated  with  the  College  for  a  period  of 
eighteen  years. 

President  Cushing  \\as  a  New  Engiander  lia\  ing  been 
born  in  Rochester,  New  Hampshire,  and  educated  at 
Phillips  F.xeter  and  Dartmouth.  After  he  had  cast  his  lot 
in  X'irginia  he  became  interested  in  the  affairs  of  this 
State    and    did    not   confine   his    activities    to    the    College 


alone  but  his  adopted  State  and  its  affairs  aroused  great 
interest  in  him.  He  was  active  in  the  founding  in  1831 
of  what  became  the  \  irginia  Historical  Society  and  was 
at  one  time  its  \'ice  President.  He  was  conspicuously  a 
man  of  affairs  and  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  president  of 
Hampden-S\dne\'  from  i88j  to  1904,  often  stated  that 
President  Cushing  was  the  greatest  president  the  College 
had  ever  had.  His  work  at  Hampden-Sydney  was  out- 
standing and  he  did  much  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Col- 
lege both  academically  and  financially.  It  was  he  who 
constructed  the  new  College  building  now  named  in  his 
honor,  "'Cushing  Hall,"  a  building  which  the  late  John  H. 
Henneman,  Professor  of  English  at  Hampden-Sydney 
from  i88g  to  1893  was  wont  to  speak  of  as  a  "noble 
structure."  This  building  is  perhaps  the  most  striking  one 
on  the  campus  and  is  in  full  use  today. 

President  Cushing,  as  was  not  unusual  in  his  day,  was  an 
active  member  of  the  teaching  faculty  as  Professor  of 
Natural  Science  and  Chenustry. 

Nothing  could  be  more  appropriate  than  that  his  last 
resting  place  should  be  at  the  College  where  his  great  work 
was  done  and  for  which  he  achieved  so  much.  'Ihe  same 
slab  which  rested  upon  his  tomb  at  Raleigh  marks  his 
final  resting  place  in  the  College  Church  Cemetery  today. 
As  was  so  well  stated  in  the  press,  "A  journey  begun  one 
hundred  and  nineteen  \'ears  ago  was  at  last  completed."

The  United  States  Supreme  Court 

Decision  to  Abolish 
Segregation  in  the  Public  Schools 

The  holding  b\  the  Cnited  States  Supreme  Court  in  the 
opiiu'on  w  ritten  by  Chief  Justice  Warren,  handed  dow  n  on 
May  17th  last,  that  .segregation  of  the  races  in  the  public 
schools  is  unconstitutional,  though  not  wholly  unexpected, 
was  far  more  sweeping  than  had  been  anticipated — the 
decision  being  imanimous.  It  was  complete  reversal  of  the 
holding  of  the  Court  in  1896  in  the  famous  case  of 
Ple.ssy  vs.  Fergu.son.  That  case  was  dealing  specifically 
with  public  transportation  in  which  the  court  upheld  the 
Louisiana  Railway  segregation  law  requiring  separation 
of  the  races  in  railway  trains,  and  establishing  the  prin- 
ciple of  separate  but  equal  facilities.  Then  in  the  ca.se 
of  Cjong  Lum  vs.  Rice  decided  in  1926,  thirty  years  later, 
segregation  of  the  races  in  the  public  schools — that  being 
the  question  under  consideration — was  upheld  by  a  un.-.ni- 
mous  court,  the  opinion  being  written  b\-  Chief  Justice 
Taft.  In  both  the  Press)-  vs.  Ferguson  case  and  that  of 
Gong  Lum  vs.  Rice  the  court  stated  that  the  separation  of 
the  races  was  not  in  conflict  with  the  Fourteenth  Amend- 
ment, but  a  valid  exercise  of  legislative  power  by  the  State. 
Since  then  the  principle  has  been  accepted  and  affirmed 
in  a  number  of  decisions  of  the  I'luted  States  Supreme 
Court.  No  difference  can  be  seen  in  principle  between 
.separation  of  the  races  where  pvdilic  transpt)rtation  was 
before  the  Court  and  where  public  education  was  in- 
volved. Hut  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  opinion  handed 
down  by  Chief  Justice  Warren,  without  pointing  out  any 
difference,  held  that  in  public  education  the  doctrine  of 
■separate  but  equal"  had  no  place.  ."Ml  the  arguments 
against  segregation  were  based  on  the  Fourteenth  .Amend- 
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nient,  which   in   the   cases   already   decided   was   hehl    not 
to  have  been  violated. 

It  is  difficult  to  comprehend  \\hat  induced  the  court 
to  make  such  a  complete  reversal ;  it  apparently  left  the 
law  out  of  account  and  swept  out  of  the  window  the 
rule  of  Sttire  decisis.  The  court  by  this  decision  overturned 
the  law  which  had  been  in  operation  for  inore  than  (ift\ 
years. 

There  are  those  seeking  to  understand  what  motivated 
the  court  who  say  that  political  consideration  had  its 
effect,  and  others  that  it  was  hoped  that  the  propaganda 
spread  by  the  Kremlin  that  while  the  United  States  pro- 
claimed itself  a  democracy,  it  was  denying  the  Negro  his 
rights  and  discriminating  against  him  might  be  silenced. 
This  may  be  true,  but  if  so,  was  a  form  of  appeasement, 
and  we  believe  futile.  Any  propaganda  which  would  cause 
injury  to  this  country  would  be  used  by  the  Kremlin,  and 
even  if  the  Court  had  thought  it  had  removed  this  ground 
supporting  this  charge,  it  would  make  no  difference,  and 
Moscow  would  continue  to  spread  the  same  propaganda. 
Truth  is  the  word  imknown  in  the  Communist  philosophy 
and  apparently  no  such  word  will  be  found  in  the  Russian 
vocabulary. 

The  effect  of  this  decision  would  be  to  bring  about  a 
complete  change  in  the  social  and  economic  conditions  in 
the  entire  South  and  in  other  states  where  there  wtre 
Negroes  in  considerable  numbers.  AVhen  the  number  is 
inconsiderable  there  is  no  serious  problem,  but  in  many 
states  the  Negro  population  is  equal  or  nearly  so  to  that 
of  the  whites.  Not  only  is  this  true  but  in  many  counties 
in  Virginia  the  Negro  population  is  in  the  ratio  of  4  to  I 
to  the  white,  and  in  schools  population  even  larger.  For 
example,  here  in  Prince  Edward  County  where  the  Negro 
population  is  about  46  per  cent,  the  Negro  school  popula- 
tion is  close  to  56  per  cent. 

Moreover,  the  Southern  states  accepted  the  separate 
but  equal  doctrine,  have  worked  to  provide  equal  facilities 
for  the  Negro  as  the  demand  and  need  increased  and  are 
meeting  the  situation  as  rapidly  as  they  can  finance  the 
building  program.  In  our  own  county  in  September  last, 
there  was  completed,  equipped  and  opened  to  the  Negro 
the  splendid  R.  R.  Moton  High  School  which  perhaps 
cost  more  than  all  the  white  schools  in  the  County  com- 
bined and  is  far  superior  in  every  particular  to  what  has 
been  provided  for  the  whites. 

In  an  honest  effort  to  provide  separate  but  equal  facili- 
ties and  finance  the  building  program,  large  bond  issues 
have  been  required.  It  might  be  said  we  have  been  slow 
III  bringing  this  about.  However,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  onl\'  in  recent  years  has  the  economic  condition  of 
the  south  been  such  that  even  a  fair  standard  in  educational 
facilities  in  public  schools  could  be  provided  for  either 
race,  and  much  yet  remains  to  be  done. 

After  all,  aside  from  stating  an  abstract  principle,  as 
we  see  it,  no  practical  benefit  is  brought  to  either  race. 
It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  Negro  child  will  be  benefited 
and  it  is  obvious  that  no  gain  will  come  for  the  white. 
So  far  from  removing  from  the  Negro  child  any  feeling 
of  inferiority,  as  we  view  it,  it  will  tend  to  accentuate 
that  feeling.  And  in  the  Plessy  case  the  court  states  that 
the  separation  of  the  races  implies  no  inferiority  to  either 
race.  The  effect  of  the  decision  of  May  17  last  is  to 
force  the  races  into  the  same  schools,  whether  they  like 
it  or  not. 


So  radical  a  change  cannot  fail  to  have  its  impact  on 
private  institutions  like  Hampden-Sydney.  It  was  felt 
that  so  far  as  these  institutions  were  concerned  there  would 
be  no  suggestion  of  admitting  Negroes.  But  the  position 
taken  by  the  Churches  is  difficult  to  comprehend-— some 
going  so  far  as  to  recommend  governing  bodies  of  the 
schools  under  their  control  to  throw  open  their  doors  to 
Negroes.  This  would  bring  about  a  more  serious  condi- 
tion in  these  private  institutions  than  would  occur  in  the 
public  schools.  A  college  like  Hampden-Sydney,  should 
this  recommendation  be  made  and  adopted — though  this 
is  unlikely — would  cease  to  exist  as  we  know  it,  and  has 
been  known  and  loved  for  nearly  two  centuries. 

The  people  of  this  state  wish  to  see  the  Negro  advance 
and  prosper,  nor  do  they  desire  to  withhold  from  him 
the  means  of  such  advancement  and  would  afford  him 
every  opportunity  ;  but  they  firmly  believe  that  segregation 
in  our  schools  is  best  for  both  races. 

The  court  though  unanimous  in  its  opinion,  realized 
the  serious  implications  and  difficulties  which  would  result 
from  its  decision  and,  therefore,  kept  the  suit  on  the 
docket  and  will  not  enter  its  decree  until  it  has  heard  from 
the  attorneiiS  general  of  the  different  states  affected  as 
to  when  and  in  what  way  integration  in  the  public  schools 
may  be  brought  about.  The  court  could  so  readily  and 
properly  have  followed  the  law  which  has  been  in  exist- 
ence more  than  fifty  years,  and  dismissed  the  appeals  in 
these  segregation  cases,  declaring  that  the  matter  of  public 
education  should  be  left  to  the  individual  states. 

The  people  of  the  south  are  "confronted  by  a  fact  and 
not  by  a  theory,"  and  if  any  means  within  the  law  can  be 
found  by  which  the  separation  of  the  races  in  the  public 
schools  can  be  continued,  such  a  means  will  be  employed.

Professor  Bittinger  Leaves 

Professor  M.  H.  Bittinger,  Head  of  the  Department 
of  Economics,  after  fourteen  years  of  conscientious  and 
efficient  service,  decided  at  the  end  of  the  session  just  com- 
pleted to  accept  a  position  in  the  History  Department  of 
Longwood  College  and  will  begin  his  work  at  that  institu- 
tion this  coming  September.  Professor  Bittinger  is  recog- 
nized as  a  teacher  of  exceptional  ability  and  as  a  lecturer 
both  interesting  and  effective.  He  is  also  a  ready  and 
pleasing  speaker. 

In  addition  he  was  acti\e  in  promoting  the  interest  of 
the  college  wherever  and  whenever  he  felt  he  could  be  of 
use.  Hampden-Sydney,  his  own  alma  mater  as  well  as 
that  of  his  father,  the  late  Reverend  J.  B.  Bittinger, 
D.D.  of  the  Class  of  1883  and  of  his  three  brothers, 
Samuel  M.  Bittinger,  '17,  Reverend  J.  B.  Bittinger,  Jr., 
'21,  and  Dr.  Charles  L.  Bittinger,  '28,  has  always  been 
held  by  him  with  deep  affection.  His  great  value  to  the 
college  as  a  contact  man  was  recently  commented  on  by 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  especially  mentioning 
how  effective  he  was  in  interesting  prospective  students 
when  he  visited  high  schools  and  other  preparatory  insti- 
tutions and  through  his  presentation  of  the  cause  of  the 
college,  influenced  a  large  number  of  them  to  enter 
Hampden-Sydney.  He  was  also  ever  ready  to  greet  and 
welcome  returning  alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  col- 
lege. He  and  Mrs.  Bittinger  were  greatly  interested  in 
the  students,  their  welfare  and   activities,  and   did  more 
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in  entertaining  them  individually  and  in  groups  at  their 
hospitahio  home,  "Kstcourt,"'  than  any  member  of  the 
faculty  since  the  days  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  W .  H.  Whiting. 
They  nere  likewise  always  ready  to  entertain  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  college — the  doors  of  their  hospitable 
home  being  always  open. 

Mrs.  Hittinger,  a  most  attractive  and  cultured  lady, 
came  here  as  a  stranger,  but  rapidly  adapted  herself  to 
her  new  surroundings  and  the  life  of  the  community 
and  took  her  place  in  its  life  and  activities,  and  from  the 
begiiuiing  it  was  her  genuine  pleasure  to  do  her  part  and 
more. 

The  departure  of  Professor  Hittinger  and  Mrs.  Bittinger 
means  a  distinct  loss  to  the  college,  not  easy  to  measure. 
His  decision  to  leave  Hampden-Sydney  and  go  to  our 
sister  institution  in  Farnnille  tills  his  friends  and  the 
friends  of  Mrs.  Hittinger  with  regret.  No  community 
had  better  neighbors,  always  ready  to  respond  to  any 
call  no  matter  the  inconvenience  it  might  occasion  them. 
It  is,  of  course,  a  satisfaction  to  their  friends  that  they 
will  be  no  farther  away  than  Farmville  so  that  the  oppor- 
tunity to  see  them  frequently  is  at  hand. 

We  wish  for  Professor  Bittinger  and  Mrs.  Bittinger 
at  Longwood  a  life  of  success  and  happiness.  The  great 
cordiality  with  which  they  have  been  received  in  Farm- 
ville promises  this  wish  will  be  fulfilled.  At  the  same 
time  our  congratulations  to  Longwood  College  are  ex- 
tended.

Of  Times  Past 

H-S  STUDENTS  OF  1860-64  FREQUENT 
VISITORS  TO  FARMVILLE  HOSTELRY 

Among  the  interesting  exhibits  of  the  Prince  Edward 
County  Bicentennial  has  been  an  old  register  book  of  the 
Randolph  House  (now  the  Prince  Edward  Hotel)  in 
Farmville,  covering  the  years   1860-64. 

The  names  of  Hampden-Sydney  students  appear  therein 
quite  frequently.  Seemingly  the  trip  from  the  college  to 
the  neighboring  town  was  made  almost  as  readily  in 
those  motorless  da\s  as  now. 

Mrs.  Anne  Atkinson-Chamberla\  ne  of  Gravel  Hill, 
Charlotte  Coimty,  long  a  friend  and  a  sometime  resident 
of  Hampden-Sydney,  has  copied  out  all  the  names  of 
Hampden-Sydney  men  appearing  in  the  register,  which 
was  made  available  through  the  courtesy  of  Reed  T. 
I  lubbard  of  Farmville. 

On  januar\  2').  1861,  Dr.  Atkin.son  (sic)  and  Horse 
are  registered.  These  are  presumably  Dr.  John  M.  P. 
Atkinson,  president  of  Hampden-Sydney  at  the  time,  and 
the  president's  hor.se.  On  March  4,  1861,  Dr.  Dabney 
and  Horse  arc  registered  from  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary. This  would  be  the  redoubtable  theologian  and  later 
chief  of  staff  for  Stonewall  Jackson,  R.  L.  Dabney.  He 
is  back  again  on  June  10,  1863,  paying  two  dollars  for 
Room  18.    No  mention  of  a  horse. 

On  April  I  ?,  1 86 1,  C.  Scott  and  D.  J.  McRaven  are 
registered  from  "Hamden  Sidney.''  Apparently  the 
spelling  of  the  first  half  of  the  double  name  was 
U.S  troublesome  then  as  now. 


\'irgim'a  seceded  from  the  I'm'on  on  April  17,  1861, 
following  ."Xbraham  Lincoln's  call  for  7^,000  volunteers. 
A  nulitar\  compan\  w  as  immediately  formed  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  under  the  captainc\-  of  President  Atkinson.  On 
April  19,  the  names  of  nine  students  appear  on  the  Ran- 
dolph House  register,  proudly  listing  themselves  a.s 
"Hampden-Sidney  Boys,''  the  name  chosen  by  the  com- 
pany. 

1  he  names  of  the  nine,  their  \ears  at  the  college,  and 
their  subsequent  careers  when  known  are  as  follows: 

J.  A.  Shepperson,  1860-62;  C.  S.  A.;  merchant;  died 
in  Columbus,  Arkansas,  about  1 901. 

A.  Whitlock  Hoge,  1858-61  ;  C.  S.  A.;  killed  in  battle. 

W.  W.  Page,  1858-62;  Sergeant  in  Hampden-Sidney 
Boys,  later  Captain,  C.  S.  A.,  and  subsequently  Episcopal 
minister  at  Cornwall,  N.  Y. 

S.  O.  Jones,  1860-61  ;  C.  S.  A. 

W.  E.  Goode,   1860-61  ;  died  in  Tampa,  Florida. 

H.  C.  Townes,  1859-62;  C.  S.  A.;  lawyer;  Tennessee 
Senate;  died  in  Huntington,  Tennessee,  September  11, 
1896. 

B.  F"ord,  1859-63;  C.  S.  A.;  County  Treasurer;  Car- 
tersville,  V'irginia. 

H.  B.  Walker,   1858-61  ;  C.  S.  A. 

William  A.  Miller,  1857-61   (?). 

Further  entries  of  Hampden-Sidney  Boys  appear 
throughout  April  and  May.  The  last  entry  is  that  of 
T.  M.  McCorkle,  3rd  Lieutenant  of  the  Hampden- 
Sidney  Boys,  occupying  Room  10  on  May  26.  Two 
weeks  later  the  company  took  part  in  the  Confederate 
defeat  at  Rich  Mountain.  On  June  1 1  they,  along  with 
Captain  Atkinson,  were  forced  to  surrender,  but  were 
soon  paroled.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  find  the  name  of  H.  C. 
Townes  back  on  the  Randolph  House  register  on  October 
17,  and  T.  M.  McCorkle  there  for  tea  on  October  26. 
But  now,  sadly,  they  are  registered  as  from  Hampden-Sid- 
ney College,  not  as  Hampden-Sidney  Bovs.

The  President's  Page 


Dear  Alumnus: 

The  one  hundred  and  seventy-eighth  session  ended  offi- 
cially on  June  the  seventh.  The  closing  exercises  were  of 
an  unusually  high  order.  The  sermon  by  Dr.  J.  T.  Thomp- 
son and  the  address  by  President  Francis  P.  Gaines  were 
greatly  enjoyed  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  George  L.  ^Valk;er  and  Mrs.  Florence  Robertson 
made  the  Sunda\'  evening  music  hour  a  most  delightful 
one. 

Immediately  following  the  graduating  exercises  the 
portrait  of  Dr.  James  Buckner  Massey  was  unveiled.  It 
was  the  gift  of  the  class  of  1953. 

Lunch  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  Venable  brought  an  hour 
of  genuine  pleasure  to  graduates,  parents,  friends,  and 
alumni.  Of  special  interest  was  the  presence  of  six  men 
from  the  class  of  nineteen  four  and  two  from  the  class 
of  eighteen  ninety-four. 

The  Exercises  of  the  day  came  to  a  close  with  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association.  Joe 
Gillespie  was  re-elected  President  and  Bob  Bugg,  Vice 
President. 

It  is  good  to  report  that  the  College  was  able  to  operate 
again  without  a  deficit.  To  this  end  the  Alumni  Fund  was 
of  real  benefit. 

The  enrollment  for  the  coming  session  is  considerably 
ahead  of  what  it  was  at  this  time  last  year.  We  are 
limited  to  325  mainly  because  of  the  lack  of  boarding 
facilities.  At  the  present  rate,  the  College  will  not  be 
able  to  accept  many  more  applications. 

Recently,  President  Griswold  Yale  wrote  that  "the 
purpose  of  the  liberal  arts  is  ...  to  awaken  and  develop 
intellectual  and  spiritual  values  in  the  individual  before 
he  enters  upon  his  career,  so  that  he  may  bring  to  that 
career  the  greatest  possible  assets  of  intelligence,  resource- 
fulness, judgment,   and   character." 

Concerning  this  statement,  the  following  quotation  is 
taken  from  leaflet  number  two  of  the  Council  For  Finan- 


cial Aid  to  Education :  "Colleges  dedicated  to  this  pur- 
pose have  served  the  nation  well,  whether  they  have 
remained  independent  colleges — like  Williams  in  the 
East,  Wabash  in  the  Mid-West,  Reed  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  South,  or  have  become  the 
nucleus  of  a  great  University,  like  Columbia  College  and 
the  "Lit  School'  at  the  University  of  Michigan." 

When  Hampden-Sydney  was  founded  this  quotation 
regarding  its  purpose  was  made — "to  form  good  men  and 
good  citizens."  For  178  years  this  effort  has  gone  on  with 
marked  success.

Our  Alumni  Fund 

The  Alumni  Fund  has  just  closed  its  fourteenth  year. 
During  this  period  the  contributions  have  amounted  to  the 
splendid  sum  of  $451,374.58;  the  average  number  of  con- 
tributors to  1,000. 

AN  APPRECIATION 

To  those  of  the  Alumni  who  have  made  such  a  result 
possible  the  College  has  no  adequate  way  to  express  the 
appreciation  so  deeply  felt.  The  contributors  have  given 
much  more  than  money.  By  their  gifts  they  have  also 
brought  great  encouragement. 

For  several  years  fifty  per  cent  of  the  liberal  arts  col- 
leges of  the  nation  have  been  unable  to  operate  without  a 
deficit.  One  of  the  main  reasons  why  Hampden-Sydney 
is  not  in  this  group  is  the  Alumni  Fund. 

Men  deserving  special  gratitude  are  the  Class  Managers. 
Without  them  the  success  of  the  Fund  could  never  have 
been   attained. 

It  is  stimulating  to  note  the  fine  response  of  the  younger 
alumni.  A  good  proportion  of  recent  graduates  are  already 
making  their  annual  gifts. 

A  PLEA 

There  are  approximately  three  thousand  of  the  Alumni 
who  are  not  yet  responding.  The  fact  has  to  be  faced  that 
some  of  this  number  are  simply  not  interested.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  large  majority  of  them  are  interested  and 
devoted  to  the  College.  They  simply  haven't  yet  carried 
out  their  intention  to  help,  or  they  may  feel  that  their 
gifts  would  be  too  small  to  make  any  difference.  As  far 
as  Hampden-Sj'dney  is  concerned  there  are  no  small  gifts. 
To  the  College,  every  gift,  regardless  of  the  amount,  is  an 
expression  of  loyalty  without  which  Hampden-Sydney 
could  not  function.  Indeed,  there  is  a  pride  in  the  fact 
that  the  gifts  to  the  Fund  range  from  one  dollar  to  several 
thousand. 

What  has  been  of  unusual  help  in  the  Alumni  Fund  is 
the  fact  that  so  many  gifts  are  undesignated.  This  means 
more  in  the  vital  matter  of  living  endowment — an  in- 
creasing need  of  the  College. 

Despite  the  fact  that  we  are  still  without  an  Executive 
Secretary,  the  heavy  office  work  is  most  admirably  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  Marjorie  Cleghorn  assisted  by  Mrs.

The  Commencement  Address 

Dr.  Francis  I'cndicton  ( iaiiies,  president  ot  Washington 
and  Lee  University  and  a  welcome  as  well  as  familiar 
figure  on  the  Hampden-Sydney  campus,  delivered  the 
commencement  address  on  Monday  morning,  June  7.  A 
large  crowd  which  fille<i  Johns  Auditorium  had  gatliered 
for  the  occasion. 

In  his  preliminary  remarks.  Dr.  (jaines  paid  tribute  to 
Hampden-Sydney,  which  in  proportion  to  its  size,  he  said, 
had  been  as  influential  as  any  school  in  the  country. 

He  spoke  to  the  graduates  concerning  the  dynamic  of 
the  dream :  "the  dream  to  excel  seems  to  be  in  every  human 
heart."  Dreams  can  be  a  driving  force.  There  should  be 
no  tiiscouragement,  however,  when  dreams  fail  to  ma- 
terialize, (leorge  Washington's  dream,  to  be  a  farmer, 
was  long  deferred  while  he  made  his  great  contributions 
as  general  and  statesman.  Robert  K.  Lee's  dream  was 
defeated,  but  out  of  the  defeat  came  victory. 

Dr.  (laines  went  on  to  show  the  importance  of  a  sense 
of  obligation,  and  of  the  capacity  to  sacrifice  self-interest 

tor  an  abstract  ideal. 


The  Baccalaureate  Sermon 

1  he  baccalaureate  sermon  was  preached  in  College 
Church  June  6  by  Dr.  Lrnest  Trice  Thompson,  '14,  pro- 
fessor of  Church  Histor>'  at  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond. 

In  1914,  Dr.  Thompson,  then  a  member  of  the  graduat- 
ing class,  heard  the  baccalaureate  sermon  preached  by  his 
father.  Dr.  Ernest  Thompson  of  Charleston,  West  V'ir- 
ginia.  (^n  this  occasion  he  was  delivering  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  w  itli  his  own  son  as  one  of  the  graduating  seniors. 

Dr.  1  hompson's  sermon,  "Love — with  Knowledge,' 
was  based  on  a  te.xt  from  Philippians  1:9:  "It  is  m\' 
prayer  that  your  love  may  abound  more  and  more,  with 
knowledge  and  all  discernment." 

A  condensation  (jf  the  sermon  follows: 

Wu  will  all  asree  that  knowledge  without  love  is  insufficient  .  .  . 
Knowledge  itself  is  morally  neutral.  It  can  be  used  to  bless  man- 
kind or  to  curse  them;  to  build  civilization  or  to  destroy  it  .  .  . 

Knowledge  must  be  supplemented  by  love,  if  civilization  is  to 
endure.  But  we  sometimes  forget  that  the  reverse  is  also  true — 
that  love  must  be  directed  by  knowledge.  This  is  the  particular 
truth  emphasized  by  Paul.  "It  is  my  prayer,"  he  writes,  "that  your 
love  may  abound  more  and  more,  with  knowledge  and  all  dis- 
cernment" .  .  . 

People  generally  need  to  be  convinced  that  we  cannot  build  a 
better  world  without  better  individuals:  that  knowledge  without 
love  is  insufficient.  We  who  are  Christian  need  to  recognize  that 
it  is  not  enough  to  wish  men  well,  not  enough  to  seek  to  do  them 
good,  that  love,  even  Christian  love,  may  be  futile  and  even 
dangerous,  if  it  is  not  love  according  to  knowledge  .  .  . 

The  ignorance  of  Christian  people  is  due  in  part  to  the  difficulty 
and  complexity  of  the  problems  that  confront  us.  No  man  is  wise 
enough  to  know  the  solution  for  the  problems  that  press  on  our 
modern  world.  No  prophet  has  yet  arisen  who  is  able  to  tell  us 
how  to  solve  the  race  problem  in  the  South,  or  the  problem  between 
capital  and  labor,  or  the  problems  of  war  and  peace.  They  arc 
problems  whose  solution  must  be  di.'icovercd  through  democratic 
discussion.  We  must  make  our  way  through  an  unchartered  sea. 
choosing  among  a  multitude  of  guides,  distinguishing  as  best  we 
can  between  fact  and  fancy,  mendacity  and  veracity,  partial  truth 
and  partial  error;  forced  to  choose  often  not  between  right  and 
wrong,  but  between  bad  and  worse  and  worst,  or  between  tlic  good 
and  the  better  and  the  best. 

But  the  difficulties  in  the  way  must  not  deter  us  from  the  quest. 
If  we  are  to  play  our  part  in  the  making  of  a  better  world  we  must 
have  love  or  cood  will  for  all  mankind.  But  we  nmst  al.so  recognize 
the  need  of  knowledge  and  discernment.  Pareius  must  train  their 
children,  educators  must  teach  their  students,  ministers  must  urge 
their  people,  each  of  us  must  persuade  his  neighlior  to  hunt  facts. 
Ill  sift  facts,  to  be  willing  to  face  the  facts  whether  they  are  pleasant 
or  unpleasant,  to  reexamine  their  prejudices  in  the  light  of  the  facts 
and  in  the  light  of  the  (lospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  work  as  well  as  pray 
that  our  love  may  alxnmd  more  and  more  with  knowledge  and  all 
discernmeiu  .  .  . 

This  is  my  prayer  for  you  men  who  are  alxjut  to  graduate  from 
Mampdcn-Sydncy.  It  is  the  prayer.  I  am  sure,  of  your  parents  and 
of  your  instructors.  It  is  what  wc  have  a  right  to  expect  from  men 
who  graduate  from  this  or  any  other  Christian  college.  It  is  what 
we  have  a  right  to  expect  from  all  men  who  go  out  into  the  world 
with  trained  minds  committed  to  the  Christian  way  of  life.

Alumni  at  Commencement 
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DR.  JAMES  BUCKNER  MASSEY, 
The  beloved  professor 


1879-1952 


An  impressive  part  of  the  exercises  of  Monday  morniiii; 
was  the  presentation  of  a  portrait  of  the  late  Dr.  James 
Biickner  Massey,  professor  of  Bible  at  Hanipden-Sydney 
from  191 9  until  his  death  in  1952.  The  picture  was  com- 
missioned by  the  class  of  1953  and  painted  by  David  Sil- 
vette  of  Richmond.  James  Ruckner  Alassey  III,  grandson 
of  Dr.  Massey,  unveiled  the  portrait. 

President  Gammon,  in  speaking  of  the  revered  teacher, 
said  in  part : 

Dr.  Massey  was  pre-eminently  a  preacher.  While  thoroughly 
grounded  in  his  divinity  course,  especially  in  theology,  he  yet 
preached  with  such  clearness,  simplicity,  and  force  that  his  sermons 
were  highly  effective  on  all  who  sat  under  his  ministry.  Broad  in  his 
understanding  and  sympathy,  he  was  equally  successful  as  a  pastor. 
He  preached  until  his  dying  day. 

As  a  teacher  he  was  equally  impressive.  Indeed,  it  is  possible  that 
in  this  capacity  he  reached  his  fullest  stature,  certainly  his  greatest 
influence.  He  came  to  teach  the  Bible  in  such  a  way  that  his  stu- 
dents not  only  gained  a  new  knowledge  of  the  subject  but  also  a 
realization  of  its  value  in  everj'  phase  of  life.  He  made  his  course 
one  of  the  strongest  and  most  influential  in  the  entire  curriculum. 

What  made  Dr.  Massey  so  effective  as  a  teacher  was  in  large 
measure  due  to  the  fact  that  he  threw  his  own  full  Christian  per- 
sonality into  all  of  his  work.  He  will  ever  stand  with  the  highest 
and  best  of  the  professors  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

As  a  man  Dr.  Massey  was  on  the  same  high  level.  Quiet,  reserved, 
humble  almost  to  a  fault,  he  nevertheless  possessed  the  sharpest 
sense  of  humor.  He  was  genuine,  staunch,  strong.  In  every  relation- 
ship he  was  all  that  is  meant  by  a  Christian  gentleman.  The 
admiration  and  affection  of  the  faculty,  the  students,  and  the 
community  were  his  in  the  largest  measure. 

Truly  these  words  are  apt:    "He  being  dead   yet   speaketh." 

On  behalf  of  the  Class  of  1953,  I  formally  present  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  the  portrait  of  Dr.  James  Buckner  Massey,  the 
beloved  professor.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Association 
convened  in  the  Frank  Stoddert  Johns  Auditorium  at  2  P.  M., 
June  7,  1954,  with  a  goodly  number  of  alumni  in  attendance. 

President  Joe  Stras  Gillespie,  '25,  presided.  The  invocation  was 
offered   by  Dr.  F.  M.  Allen,  '94.

He  thought 
that  the  enlargement  of  the  endowment  fund  under  the  presidency 
(if  Dr.  Gammon  had  been  phenomenal.  .As  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  Dr.  Mc.Mlister  assured 
the  alumni  that  the  Seminary  was  proud  to  receive  Hampden- 
Sydney  boys  in  its  student  body  and  it  wished  to  have  them  in 
larger  numbers. 

Mr.  Gillespie  recognized  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1<X)4  as 
the  honor  guests  of  the  College  for  this  occasion.  He  invited 
them  to  stand  and  he  counted,  whereupon  those  present  on  the 
fiftieth   anniversary  of   their   graduation   stood   as   follows;     P.   L.

In  the  course  of  the  Commencement  proceedings,  Presi- 
dent Gammon  delivered  the  following  remarks: 

In  view  of  the  long  and  strong  relationship  between  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  Prince  Edward,  we  pause  to  extend  our  sincerest  con- 
gratulations to  the  County  on  its  two  hundredth  Anniversary. 
It  was  on  January  8,  1754,  that  the  first  court  in  Prince  Edward 
was   constituted.

Whereas,  the  aims  and  mission  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  have  been  to  train  the  minds  of  young  men  in 
the  classics  and  in  the  sciences,  and,  at  the  same  time,  to 
inculcate  in  their  hearts  a  reverence  for  God,  a  love 
of  Country,  and  a  strong  feeling  of  the  responsibilities 
of  good  citizenship,  and 

Whereas,  the  results  of  this  fine  training  are  evidenced 
in  the  high  percentage  of  Hampden-Sydney  graduates 
who  have  been  outstanding  in  the  fields  of  religion,  states- 
manship, law,  medicine  and  teaching,  and 

Whereas,  these  objectives  of  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege are  fully  in  accord  with  the  great  precepts  laid  down 
in  the  institution  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  especially 
the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  in  the  State  of  Virginia, 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  this 
committee  that  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  in  the  State 
of  Virginia  should  take  cognizance  of  the  long  years  of 
enlightening  service  to  the  State  and  Nation  by  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  by  offering  each  year  to  a  sophomore  or 
junior  enrolled  therein,  who  completes  the  best  essay 
upon  some  phase  of  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  either 
military  or  economic  or  both,  a  cash  prize  of  $50.00  and 
a  suitable  medal."

Hampden-Sydney  Magazine 
Reborn 

After  a  lapse  of  four  years.  The  Ilaiiifiden-Sydney 
Magazine  resumed  publication  last  May.  In  a  smaller 
format  and  simpler  binding  than  its  earlier  issues,  familiar 
to  alumni,  it  maintained  a  high  literary  level.  Edited 
by  David  Litchfield,  '54,  it  was  made  up  of  nine  short 
stories  by  George  Pillow,  '54,  Howard  Hanson,  '54, 
William  Trapnell,  '54,  William  Daughtrey,  '55,  and 
Thomas  Looney,  '57.  The  writing  ran  more  to  the 
style  of  The  Neic  Yorker  than  that  of  The  Salurday 
Evening  Post. 

Many  individuals  shared  in  the  successful  reappearance 
of  the  Magazine.  A  major  part  of  the  credit  must  go 
to  Henry  William  Hoffman,  '49,  and  his  class  in  short 
story  composition.  Sigma  Upsilon  Literary  Fraternity 
got  behind  the  idea  and  saw  it  through  to  completion, 
with  \Villiam  Pauley,  "54,  as  the  work  horse  for  business 
arrangements.  Dr.  Gammon  foimd  the  money  to  finance 
the  printing.    Each  contribution  was  vital. 

The  Hampdtn-Sydney  Magazine  goes  back  to  1859. 
Publication  has  not  been  continuous.  The  present  volume 
is  the  sixty-fifth.  In  1937,  in  an  attempt  to  revitalize  the 
magazine,  the  name  was  changed  to  The  Garnette  (later 
shortened  to  The  Garnet)  and  the  contents  likewise 
altered  so  that  it  became  something  of  a  humorous  publi- 
cation. In  this  latest  revival,  it  was  decided  to  use  the 
old  name  and  a  more  serious  approach. 

The  success  of  the  present  effort  encourages  the  hope 
that  Hampden-Sydney  may  continue  to  be  worthily  rep- 
resented in  the  field  of  literary  creation.

Hainpiicn-Sydiicy  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  hidden 
colleges  in  the  country — which  is  all  to  the  good,  gener- 
ally speaking.  No  one  wants  a  four-lane  highway  through 
the  place.  Most  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  denizens  are 
usually  able  to  beat  their  way  back  to  the  campus,  and 
there  seem  to  be  hosts  of  textbook  salesmen,  Randolph- 
Macon  students,  and  dogs  who  have  no  trouble  in  locating 
the  lair  of  the  Tiger.

President  Cushing's  Reinterment 
At  Hampden-Sydney 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  April  25,  1954,  the  body  of 
Jonathan  Peter  Cushing,  president  of  Hampden-Sydney 
from  1821  to  1835,  was  reinterred  in  the  College  Church 
cemetery  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Two  years  earlier,  the  Re\erend  Robert  Bluford,  Jr., 
'45,  pastor  of  the  AVestern  Boulevard  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  responding  to  a  request 
of  President-Emeritus  J.  D.  Eggleston,  '86  (Dr.  Eggles- 
ton,  indeed,  was  the  moving  spirit  in  the  whole  matter), 
succeeded  in  locating  Mr.  Cushing's  tomb  in  that  city. 
Interest  in  the  man  was  renewed.  His  descendants  felt 
that  his  burial  place  would  more  appropriately  be  at  the 
college  which  had  been  the  scene  of  the  great  work  of 
his  short  life.  And  so  at  length,  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Bluford,  the  tomb  was  transferred  to  the  Hamp- 
den-S\'dney  cemetery. 

The  service  of  reinterment,  conducted  b\  Mr.  Bluford 
and  Dr.  I'.dgar  (j.  Gammon,  '(15,  presiilent  of  the  College, 
was  as  follows: 

Mr.  B1.UF11R1):  It  was  119  years  ago  almost  to  tlic  liour  iliat 
Jonathan  P.  Cusliing  died  in  tlic  city  of  Ralcigli,  North  Carohna. 
He  had  arrived  in  that  city  on  Thursday  evening  the  3.'rd  of 
April,  18.!5.  Willi  him  were  the  members  of  his  family  who  were 
accompanying  him  South  for  his  health.  Greatly  fatigued  from 
the  journey  from  Hampjcn-Sydncy,  Jonathan  Gushing  passed 
away  in  the  old  Eagle  Hotel  with  his  family  at  his  bedside.  This 
was  at  i  p.  m.  on  Saturday,  April  25,  18.15.  He  was  prepared 
for  burial  and  on  the  next  day  was  carried  to  the  Christ  Church 
(Episcopal),  where  a  service  was  held.  With  his  family  and  a  few 
citizens  of  Raleigh  following  his  horse  drawn  casket,  Jonathan 
Cushing  was  carried  to  the  old  city  cemetery,  where  he  was 
buried  and  where  he  has  remained  until  this  time.  Today  we  are 
gathered   to    reinter   his    remains   and   observe   the    removal   of   his

tomb  to  Hampden-Sydney.  It  is  fitting  that  we  should  hear  a 
sketch  of  Jonathan  Cushing's  life.  President  Gammon  will  read 
that  for  us  at  this  time. 

Dr.  G.wimon  (reading  a  manuseript  prepared  by  Dr.  Il'illard  F. 
Bliss,  professor  of  History  at  Hampden-Sydney) : 

One  hundred  and  nineteen  years  ago,  this  date,  there  died  in 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  a  man  who  was  intimately  associated 
with  the  early  development  of  Hampden-Sydney  as  a  liberal  arts 
college.  That  man  was  Jonathan  Peter  Gushing.  Although  born 
in  New  Hampshire  and  educated  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  and 
Dartmouth  College,  his  life  work  became  identified  with  the  State 
of  Virginia   and   especially  with   this   college. 

For  reasons  of  health  and  with  the  hope  of  pursuing  the  pro- 
fession of  law,  Jonathan  Gushing  came  south  in  1817.  Pausing 
in  Richmond,  he  called  on  Dr.  John  Holt  Rice,  who  persuaded 
him  to  accept,  temporarily  at  least,  a  tutorship  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Thus  began,  under  tenuous  circumstances,  the  relation- 
ship that  was  to  last  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Gushing  eighteen 
years  later,  during  which  time  he  advanced  from  tutor  to  president. 

It  was  not  long  after  the  start  of  his  teaching  duties  that 
Jonathan  Gushing  became  "First  Professor"  of  Ghemistry  and 
Natural  Philosophy,  and,  because  of  his  ability,  his  popularity, 
and  his  dignity,  shortly  after  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Moses  D. 
Hoge,  he  was  offered  the  presidency  of  Hampden-Sydney  in  1821. 
At  that  time  Mr.  Gushing  was  but  twenty-eight  years  of  age. 
His  appuiniment  was  noteworthy  not  only  because  of  his  extreme 
youth  but  also  because  he  was  the  first  layman  and  the  first 
nun-Presbyterian  to  serve  in   such   a  capacity. 

It  has  been  said  of  President  Gushing  that  he  "approached 
the  ideal  of  the  modern  president  in  that  he  was  essentially  a 
practical  man  of  business  talent,  as  well  as  an  inspiring  teacher 
and  able  scholar."  Such  a  generalization  is  well  substantiated 
by  tlie  facts.  He  labored  ardently  and  successfully  to  raise  the 
endowment  fund;  he  overcame  the  many  obstacles  encountered 
in  the  construction  of  the  "new  College  Building"  (now  Gushing 
Hall);  it  was  during  his  administration  that  the  "new  president's 
house"  was  built,  and  adjoining  land  acquired  by  the  College. 
Also,  in  1824,  the  Theological  Seminary  was  established  as  an 
institution  distinct   from   the  College. 

In  the  academic  life  of  Hampden-Sydney,  President  Gushing 
mapped    out   new    courses:    scientific    studies    were    developed    into 


a    three    years'    course;     additional    apparatus    acquired     for    the 
college  laboratory;  the  hbrary  facilities  enlarged. 

His  interest  in  Virginia  was  by  no  means  localized.  As  a 
result  of  his  enthusiasm  for  his  adopted  state,  he  played  an 
active  role  in  the  foundation  in  1831  of  what  is  today  the  Virginia 
Historical  Society.  He  served  as  an  official  of  the  Society  and 
consistently  urged  the  systematic  "collecting  and  preserving  of 
all  books,  papers,  manuscripts,  which  relate  to  the  past  history 
of  the  State." 

Such  constant  activity  and  untiring  effort  ultimately  weakened 
what  had  never  been  a  strong  constitution,  and  after  the  winter 
of  1834-35,  he  was  obliged  to  seek  rest  and  sunshine  far  to  the 
south  of  Virginia.  However,  his  travels  were  cut  short  at  Raleigh. 
There  it  was  that  death  came  on  April  25th,  and  there  he  was 
buried. 

And  now,  after  so  many  years,  he  is  returned  to  the  scene 
where  he  worked  and  taught  and  built  so  well  for  the  future. 

Thus  after  one  hundred  and  nineteen  years  to  the  exact  day 
Jonathan  Peter  Gushing  returns  to  where  he  labored  so  nobly 
and  successfully — perhaps  to  the  most  fruitful  years  of  his  life. 
That  Hampden-Sydney  should  be  his  final  resting  place  is  only 
his  right  and  a  lasting  honor  to  the  College. 
Mr.  Bluford:  Our  minds  most  naturally  turn  to  the  Biblical 
occasion  upon  which  the  Hebrew  patriarch  Joseph  instructed 
his  people  to  carry  his  remains  back  to  the  Promised  Land  upon 
their  departure  from  Egypt.  He  meant  this  to  be  a  means  by 
which  his  people  might  be  reminded  of  the  faith  of  one  of  their 
great  leaders  and  an  inspiration  to  coming  generations  who 
would  visit  his  tomb.  In  that  same  spirit  we  have  brought 
Jonathan  Gushing  back  to  Hampden-Sydney,  to  the  college  he 
served  so  ably  and  with  such  distinction.  As  we  recommit  his 
remains,  let  us  turn  to  our  God  through  prayer. 

"Eternal  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  in  the  solemnity  of  this 
hour  we  give  Thee  our  humble  thanks  for  the  lives  of  Thy 
faithful  servants  who  have  gone  before  us  and  into  whose 
labors  we  have  entered.  Especially  do  we  thank  Thee  this 
day  for  the  life  of  Jonathan  Peter  Gushing,  for  his  faith 
in  Thee  and  for  his  faithful  Christian  witness.  We  praise 
Thee   for  the   service   that  this   man    has    rendered   Thee   by

giving  himself  to  lalx>ring  in  tliis  college.  \Vc  pray.  O  God, 
tlial  our  liaving  brought  him  here  will  serve  to  rciiiind  us  of 
his  life  and  work,  that  we  may  in  this  generation  be  inspired 
to  imitate  his  good  works,  and  that  future  generations  may 
likewise  be  strengthened  in  their  labors.

Anion};  those  attending  tlie  service  were  a  Ciishing 
great-grandson,  the  Reverend  W.  C.  Marshall,  of  Lynch- 
burg, \'a.,  his  wife,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Marshall  ;  a  great-grand- 
daughter, Mrs.  Mary  Marshall  McCulloch,  of  Win- 
chester, V'a. ;  and  two  collateral  descendants,  Mrs.  Nellie 
Brydon  Murrie  of  Lynchburg,  \'a.,  and  Mrs.  Ben  Irving 
Johns,  of  Farmville,  Va. 

Other  living  descendants  are  a  grandson,  Jonathan  C. 
Meredith,  aged  gj,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  a  great- 
grandson,  Pe\ton  Marshall,  of  AVinchester,  \^a.  These 
were  unable  to  be  present. 

So  at  last,  in  the  presence  of  those  who  had  come  to  do 
him  honor,  amid  scenes  familiar  and  yet  how  different 
from  those  of  119  years  before,  came  to  its  final  end  that 
journey  which  had  begun  in  the  quest  of  healing.  One  of 
the  greatest  of  Hampden-Sydney's  presidents  was  at  rest 
at  the  college  he  had  loved  and  for  which  he  had  builded 
so  well. 


The  Year  in  Review 

ImsI  year  an  article  under  this  title,  written  by  the  retiring  editor 

uj  the  1952-53  H ampden-Sydney  Tiger,  received  javorable  comment 

Irom  alumni.    The  author  of  the  present  piece  zvas  editor  of  The 

Tiger  during  the  eventful  session  of  1953-54. 

With  mixed  emotion  218  upperclasstnen  and  loi 
freshmen  streamed  into  Death  X'alley  on  September  IS. 
1953.  They  were  greeted  b\  the  old  stand-bys  of  Hamji- 
den-Sydney — Wilson,  Atkin.son,  Overcash,  Allan,  (nlmer, 
Thompson,  Ohigo,  Ropp,  McRae,  Bliss,  and  Hickey — 
who,  as  every  student  knows,  have  helped  to  make  Hamp- 
den-S\dney  what  it  is. 

When  the  dust  had  settled  and  both  old  and  new  friend- 
ships had  been  established,  it  was  noticed  that  the  facult\' 
had  been  bolstered  by  the  addition  of  five  wew  men — Dr. 
W.  R.  Cnierrant,  Dr.  James  E.  Worsham,  Mr.  James  E. 
Kinard,  Mr.  W.  O.  Lacey,  and  Mr.  Bob  Thaltnan.  Also 
everyone  marveled  at  the  new  Venable  Hall.  The  ancient 
freshman  dorm  had  undergone  a  $95, two  renovation. 

Adjustments  were  made  and  Hampden-Sydney  sprang 
once  again  into  her  normal  existence  after  the  quiet 
months  of  summer  rest.  Under  the  direction  of  ODK, 
the  freshmen  were  orientated  with  the  traditions  and 
histories  of  the  college,  after  which  the\  were  further 
"orientated"  by  that  pha.se  of  campus  life  which  is  known 
affectionately  as  "ratting."  'l"he  ratting  system  keeps  the 
new  man  aware  of  his  position  in  the  college  and,  despite 
its  frequent  abuses  and  weak  points,  does  help  the  fresh- 
man develop  into  a  better  college  student. 

Hal  Mc\'ey  was  elected  President  of  the  freshman  class, 
and  Tommy  Lee  and  Ed  Siersema  were  made  \'ice  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary-Treasurer  respective!) ,  .All  three  of 
these  boys  hail  from  Richmond. 

Hampden-Sydney  is  always  a  lively,  and  ne\er  a  boring, 
school.     \Vith   this   in   mind    there   occurred    on    the   fatal 


night  of  Octr)ber  15  tile  much  publicized  "pantie  raid'  on 
Long  wood   College. 

To  change  the  subject,  the  Bengal  football  team,  led  b\ 
co-captains  Jimmy  Stokes  and  Stokely  Fulton,  was  rolling 
up  an  impressive  record  and  went  on  to  take  the  Mason- 
Dixon  Conference  Championship. 

In  addition  to  the  alumni  meeting,  the  Homecoming 
week  end  was  highlighted  by  the  (jerman  Club  dances 
that  featured  Don  Cirimcs'  C)rchestra,  coupled  with  the 
many  fraternity  functions.  The  Pi  K  As  won  first  prize 
for  the  best  Homecoming  house  decoration. 

The  Fall  Religious  Emphasis  Series  was  ably  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  A.  G.  Edwards  of  Harrisonburg  during  the 
last  week  of  October.  Through  these  worship  services  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  college  was  re-vitalized. 

(^ne  hundred  and  sixty-eight  men  were  "hanging"  on 
the  first  "tree"  list  [i.e.,  list  of  those  failing  courses — Ed.] 
when  it  was  posted  on  October  21,  1953.  It  was  during 
this  time  that  there  was  much  student  criticism  on  the 
new  cut  system  which  the  faculty  had  passed.  Much  of 
this  criticism  resulted  from  the  fact  that  Dean  ^Vilson 
had  been  ill  during  the  entire  first  quarter  of  the  school 
year,  and  therefore  a  satisfactory  rea.son  had  not  yet  been 
given  to  the  students  explaining  the  new  cut  system.  How- 
ever, the  situation  was  cleared  up  in  an  open  letter  to  the 
students  published  in  The  Tiger  by  the  Committee  on 
Absences. 

Sigma  Chi  fraternity  led  in  the  fall  pledging,  with 
Theta  Chi  and  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  following. 

The  various  college  organizations,  such  as  the  Glee 
Club,  the  Jongleurs,  and  the  Literary  Society,  were  most 
active  during  the  entire  school  year.  ODK,  Eta  Sigma 
Phi,  Chi  Beta  Phi,  Sigma  LTpsilon,  and  PDE  were  func- 
tioning, but,  as  usual,  with  infrequent  and  impromptu 
meetings.  The  attendance  at  the  ^Vednesday  night  prayer 
meeting  was  sinall,  but  the  faithful  few  met  with 
regularity. 

By  means  of  special  convocations  throughout  the  entire 
\ear,  additional  knowledge  other  than  the  class  room  lec- 
tures was  bestowed  upon  the  young  intellects  of  Death 
Valley.  Dr.  Henri  Peyre,  a  native  of  Paris  and  chairman 
of  the  French  Department  at  Yale,  spoke  on  the  "Pros- 
pects For  Our  Half  Century" ;  Bernard  \'on  Bothimer, 
from  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston,  spoke  on  the 
treasure  of  the  tomb  of  King  Tutankhamen,  ruler  of 
Egypt  in  the  14th  Century  B.  C^. ;  Margaret  \Vebster,  the 
famed  and  noted  director,  addressed  the  students  on 
"Shakespeare  and  You" ;  Randall  Thompson,  composer 
and  chairman  of  the  Music  Department  at  Harvard,  made 
a  brilliant  talk;  Dr.  Peter.son  of  Rutgers  University 
capti\ated  the  H-S  audience  with  his  talk  on  "Great 
American  Boasters"  ;  the  chairman  of  Philosophy  of  New 
^'ork  L'niversity,  Dr.  Sydne\  Hook,  discussed  "An  Ameri- 
can in  Europe";  and  Dr.  Richard  H.  Shyrock,  Professor 
of  the  History  of  Medicine  at  Johns  Hojikins,  spoke  on 
"Changing  Concepts  in  American  Medicine  o\er  Three 
Centuries." 

Six  .seniors  were  named  in  a  news  release  from  President 
Gammon  to  the  college  newspaper  as  having  been  elected 
from  Hampilen-Sydiiey  to  "Who's  Who  Among  Students 
in  American  l'ni\ersities  and  Colleges."  Those  students 
were  James  J.  Stokes,  Richard  D.  Tester,  James  I.  Slay- 
don,  Rives  S.  Hardy,  William  H.  'Frapnell,  Jr.,  and 
Ernest  T.  Thompson,  Jr. 

The  entire  school  was  shocked  on  October  30  with  the 
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news  that  the  football  team  had  been  in  a  train  wreck  en 
route  to  Tennessee  for  the  Sewanee  game.  Coaches 
Hickey  and  Thalman  suffered  from  shock;  co-captain 
Stokes  and  guard  Alton  Bryant  were  hospitalized ;  and 
the  rest  of  the  team  was  badly  shaken-up.  The  game  was 
canceled  and  the  team  returned  to  school  by  bus. 

Triumphantly  the  Senators,  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Debate  Team,  brought  home  the  top  honors  from  the  State 
Fall  Tournament  of  Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  which  was  held  at 
Randolph-Macon  College. 

Following  the  much  anticipated  Christmas  holidays 
(with  the  disputed  double-cut  rule  in  effect)  and  jireced- 
ing  the  much  dreaded  exams,  the  students  on  the  hill  re- 
sponded warmly  to  the  SCA  "Tiger  Missionary  Week." 
During  this  week,  $250  in  funds  and  great  quantities  of 
clothing  was  collected  for  shipment  to  R.  K.  Robinson, 
who  is  in  Mokpo,  Korea,  to  be  used  in  his  work  in  the 
mission  field.  As  the  Alumni  Record  pointed  out,  this 
gesture  of  good  will,  unlike  the  pantie  raid  of  October, 
was  given  little  publicity  outside  of  the  college  newspaper. 

As  always,  during  January  the  seven  fraternities 
doubled  their  efforts  in  rushings.  The  bewildered  fresh- 
men, who  several  months  earlier  had  been  treated  as 
though  they  were  the  scum  of  the  earth  and  who  now 
found  themselves  being  treated  as  if  they  were  the  kings 
of  the  campus,  were  besieged  from  all  sides  with  a  great 
complexity  of  varying  treatments  and  approaches. 

When  the  "smoke"  cleared  away  on  that  Monday  after- 
noon, February  15,  which  followed  the  formal  rush  week 
and  five  months  of  disguised  rushing  on  the  part  of  many, 
eighty-three  freshmen  eagerly  accepted  fraternity  bids. 
The  K  A's  and  the  Sigma  Chis  led  in  the  number  of 
pledges  with  each  getting  17.  The  Pi  K  A's  pledged  13, 
the  Kappa  Sigs  got  12,  the  Theta  Chis  took  nine,  the 
Lambda  Chis  welcomed  nine  also,  and  the  Chi  Phis  got 
six. 

After  rushing,  all  thoughts  quickly  turned  to  Mid- 
winters. Ronnie  Hartley  and  his  orchestra  furnished  the 
music  for  the  formal  dances  and  the  Roanoke  Aristocrats 
played  for  the  informal  dance.  The  social  fraternities 
functioned  actively  during  the  entire  week  end. 

Everyone's  time  and  attention  after  the  melting  of  the 
last  snow  was  focused  on  spring  sports,  lake  parties,  and 
spring  fever — with  the  exception  of  the  few  genuine 
scholars.    This  attitude  prevailed  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Dr.  Graham  Lacy  of  Washington  conducted  the  annual 
Spring  Religious  Emphasis  Series,  and  his  inspirational 
talks  were  warmly  received  by  the  students.  His  visit  left 
a  real  mark  on  the  religious  life  of  the  school. 

Elections  and  other  positions  of  honor  and  achievement 
inevitably  come  at  the  climax  of  every  college  year. 
Stokley  Fulton,  of  Danville,  Va.,  was  elected  the  new 
president  of  the  student  body  on  the  second  ballot.  Other 
nominees  were  runners-up  Bob  Curtis  and  Jim  Overby. 
Fulton  succeeds  Jim  Stokes,  who  did  an  outstanding  job 
during  his  term  of  office.  Chuck  Hardy  of  Scranton,  Pa., 
was  elected  Vice  President,  and  George  Bird  of  Richmond, 
Va.,  was  made  the  new  Secretary-Treasurer. 

Royster  Lyle  was  elected  to  the  editorship  of  The 
Tiger,  college  newspaper,  while  Fred  Hodges  became  the 
new  editor  of  the  kalei/loscope. 

The  college  administration  experimented  this  year  with- 
out freshman  counselors,  but  has  decided  to  return  to  the 
counselor  system  next  year. 

For  many  years  the  college  did  not  have  a  sufficient  out- 


let for  literary  talent,  the  only  publication  being  The 
Tiger.  A  literary  magazine  was  definitely  needed  and  de- 
sired by  many  groups.  This  desire  became  a  reality  in  May 
and  the  first  issue  of  the  reborn  Hampden-Sydney  Maga- 
zine was  printed  under  the  direction  of  Sigma  L^psilon 
with  David  Litchfield  as  editor.  The  magazine  contained 
nine  short  stories — there  were  no  jokes,  cartoons,  or  ads. 

Final  Dances  were  held  immediately  following  exams 
with  the  Aristocrats  and  Blue  Baron  giving  out  with  the 
music.  The  dances  were  held  outside  on  the  tennis  courts 
— and  it  managed  to  rain  only  one  of  the  two  nights. 

The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  on  June  6  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  Ernest  T.  Thompson,  and  Dr.  Francis  P.  Gaines  ad- 
dressed the  forty-nine  graduating  seniors  on  Commence- 
ment day.  On  this  last  day  the  seniors  were  sorry  to 
learn   of  Dr.  Wilson's   retirement   as  Dean. 

Due  to  the  unfavorable  publicity  which  the  college  re- 
ceived and  the  occurrence  of  other  local  complications, 
some  have  contended  that  the  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
eighth  session  was  a  "black"  year. 

However,  the  year  saw  many  noteworthy  and  good 
advances  made.  Consider  the  collection  for  the  Korean 
Orphanage,  the  re-establishing  of  the  literary  magazine, 
the  championship  titles  in  football  and  tennis,  the  rise  of 
interest  in  track,  the  fact  that  new  courses  in  Music  Ap- 
preciation and  Creative  Writing  were  added  to  the  cur- 
riculum, and  the  great  strides  taken  in  the  improvement 
of  H-S's  physical  layout.  The  infirmary  rules  were  en- 
forced, a  Hampden-Sydney  Band  (\\hich  even  blasted 
away  in  the  gym  during  basketball  games)  was  organized, 
and  the  organization  of  the  Parents  and  Friends  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney was  formed.  With  such  steps  as  these  being 
taken  in  the  right  direction,  the  year  can  hardly  be  called 
a  bad  year. 

There  were  other  instances  which  helped  to  make  the 
year  somewhat  different  from  others.  A  senior  for  the 
first  time  was  suspended  from  school  for  overcutting.  The 
College  Shop  was  closed  at  night  except  for  one  hour,  the 
canine  population  increased,  much  to  the  alarm  of  the 
administration,  and  there  were  serious  thoughts  of  chang- 
ing the  rushing  system.  The  raid  on  Longwood  occurred, 
the  first  home  track  meet  was  held,  a  new  Assistant  Dean 
took  office,  a  new  cut  system  was  installed,  and  there  was 
an  all  time  low  attendance  at  chapel  services.  But,  despite 
the  good,  the  evils,  and  the  changes,  Hampden-Sydney 
stands  firm  and  endures  all,  remembering  always  its 
glorious  past  and  looking  forward  to  the  future.  The 
enrollment  of  freshmen  for  next  year  has  reached  a  record 
high  and  the  number  gaining  admission  will  have  to  be 
restricted  if  more  applications  continue  to  come  in. 

Mcllwaine  Hall  still  stands — a  symbol  of  Hampden- 
Sydney's  past,  of  her  endurance,  and  of  her  persistent 
stubbornness.

ALUMNI    MEETINGS 


Pittsylvania  Chapter 

The  Pittsylvania  chapter  met  on  Friday  e\ening,  April 
2,  at  the  Green  Lantern  in  Danville,  Virginia.  In  the 
election  of  officers  which  followed  the  dinner,  Russell 
Neeley,  '28,  of  Danville,  was  elected  president  succeeding 
W.  Carrington  Thompson.  Charles  C.  Vaden,  '49,  of 
Gretna  was  elected  vice  president,  and  Pat  Striplin,  '45, 
secretary-treasurer. 

C.  Stuart  W'heatley,  '26,  Danville  Delegate  to  the 
General  Assembly,  was  the  speaker  of  the  evening.  He 
spoke  of  the  vital  role  of  \'irginia's  liberal  arts  colleges 
and  of  the  perilous  financial  situation  facing  many  of 
them.  Mr.  Wheatley  told  the  group  of  the  close  study 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  problem  of  aiding  small 
schools. 

Mr.  Wheatley  mentioned  that  Hampden-Sydney  plays 
an  important  part  in  the  public  life  of  the  Old  Dominion. 
He  said  that  the  College  has  one  of  the  highest  percentages 
of  representation  in  the  General  Assembly  among  all 
colleges  and  universities  in  the  state.  "There  is  a  definite 
need  and  a  place  for  such  colleges  as  Hampden-Sydney," 
Wheatley  said.  He  pointed  out  that  the  small  college 
compensates  for  lack  of  sports  glory  and  pomp  with  a 
solid  backgrounding  in  liberal  arts  instruction  which 
provides  an  atmosphere  of  quiet  and  close  companionship 
compared  with  the  larger  institutions.  He  concluded, 
"The  small  college  must  face  the  fact  that  the  heavily 
subsidized  sports  schedules  at  larger,  state-supported 
schools  play  a  major  role  in  drawing  the  youth  of  the 
state.  It  is  not  until  later  that  the  student  or  graduate 
understands  the  desirability  of  attending  the  small  college." 

Coach  Jim  Hickey,  who  also  spoke,  paid  high  tribute 
to  Danville's  George  Washington  High  School  as  one 
of   the   outstanding  schools   which    furnishes   students   to 


Hampden-Sydney.  He  said,  "Danville's  students  are  a 
welcome  exception  to  the  problem  of  getting  good  athletes 
who  are  unable  to  keep  up  in  their  classwork."

Books  By  Alumni 

I  I  IF.  (GOSPEL  ACCORDING  TO  MARK  AND 
ITS  MEANING  FOR  TODA^'.  by  Ernest  Trice 
Ihoinpson,    '14;    John    Knox    Press,    Richniond,    Va., 

'954;  255  pp.;  $2.95. 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  Dr.  Thompson's  Sunday 
School  lessons  in  the  Preshylerian  Outlrxik  will  find  this 
hook  much  in  the  same  helpful  vein.  It  is  a  rutming  com- 
mentary on  the  story  of  Jesus  as  told  b\  Mark,  l^seful 
section  hcadin;;s  make  it  an  easy  book  to  consult. 

Hut  the  salient  feature,  as  the  title  indicates,  is  the 
author's  ability  to  apply  the  gospel  record  to  the  life  of 
today.  Sometimes  this  is  done  by  rewriting  the  ancient 
words  in  modern  terms,  as  in  this  comment  on  the  passage 
reading   "I    will    cut   oflf   the   chariot    from    Ephraim    and 


the  war  horse  from  Jerusalem;  and  the  battle  bow    shall 
be  cut  off  .  .  ."  : 

We  are  apt  to  miss  the  significance  of  these  words  because  the 
implements  of  war  have  been  so  drastically  altered.  Translated 
into  modern  terms  it  would  read,  ".And  I  will  do  away  with 
tanks  and  pursuit  planes  and  liombcrs;  and  he  shall  command  peace 
to  the  nations;  his  dominion  shall  be  from  sea  to  sea.  and  from 
Washington    to   the   ends   of   the   earth." 

Other  times,  the  immediacy  lies  in  relating  Mark's 
narrative  to  general  and  universal  truths: 

I'"or,  religion,  or  at  least  what  passes  for  religion,  docs  sometimes 
harden  men's  hearts  today.  This  is  apt  to  be  the  case,  particularly, 
when  men  like  the  Pharisees  identify  religion  with  acceptance  of 
orthfidox  beliefs  or  with  the  ob.servance  of  outward  forms.  Such 
men.  like  the  Pharisees,  do  at  times  become  harsh,  vindictive, 
unjust,  and  bitter  toward  tho.se  w'hom  they  regard  as  unorthodox 
and  impious.  It  is  unfortunate.  For  in  the  eyes  of  the  world 
religious  hatred  is  an  unpardonable  sin.  And  Christians  who  are 
uncharitable  toward  their  opponents  or  harsh  in  their  treatment 
of  them,  or  indifferent  to  genuine  human  needs,  have  done  true 
religion   incalculable  harm. 

Or  again : 

It  is  plain,  then,  from  Scripture  atid  experience,  lliat  we  cannot 
draw  upon  the  power  of  Jesus  to  rid  ourselves  from  all  the  ills 
of  life.  If  we  could,  the  world  with  its  natural  laws  would  cease 
to    serve   God"s   purpose,    the   creation   of   moral   character. 

The  power  which  faith  in  Jesus  releases  in  our  lives  is  spiritual 
power,  a  jiower  whose  fruit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  patience,  kindness, 
goodness,  faithfulness,  gentleness,  and  self-control;  a  power  which 
enables  us  to  overcome  anxiety,  fear,  despair,  .selfishness,  hatred, 
sin.  and  finally  death.  This  is  in  accordance  with  His  purpose, 
"I  came  that  they  may  have  life,  and  have  it  abundantly." 

Dr.  Thompson  is  professor  of  Church  History  at  E'nion 
1  heological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  and  co-editor  of 
The  Prishyteritin  Outlook.  He  is  the  author  of  four 
earlier  books:  Tlie  (jlianqituj  South.  (Jhniu/int/  Eniphnses 
in  Ainericun  Preachhig ,  The  Sermon  on  the  Mount  and 
Its  Meaning  for  Toddy  (referred  to  in  the  May  22 
"New  Yorker),  and  Presbyterian  Missions  in  the  Southern 
United  States.

YOUNG.  Dr.  Tlunnas  Kay  Young,  '08,  died  in  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  on  March  25,  1954.  The  son  of  William  Wilson 
and  Elizalx-th  Kay  Young,  he  was  born  in  Sewell,  Fayette 
County,  West  Virginia,  on  December  17,  188.^.  In  1911  he 
married  Harriet  Rebecca  Cox  of  Farmville,  Virginia.  She 
<lied  in  July,  IW).  Four  children  were  born  to  this  union : 
Tom  Kay.  \\'illiam  Benjamin,  Helen  L.  (Mrs.  David  Gibson), 
and  Mary  F^lizalieth  (Mrs.  Dunlap  Cannon).  In  1942  Dr. 
Young  was  inarried  to  Mrs.  Estelle  Bond  Neusum  of  Memphis. 

Dr.  Young  w-as  educated  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Washington 
and  Lee  University,  and  Union  Theological  Seminary.  Honorary 
degrees  were  conferred  upon  him  by  Hampden-Sydney  and 
Southwestern.  Following  his  ordination,  he  served  pastorates 
in  Logan  and  Holden,  West  Virginia ;  Lexington,  Roanoke, 
and  Covington,  Virginia,  and  in  1930  went  to  the  Idlewild 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Memphis,  where  he  remained  until 
his  death.  During  his  last  pastorate  the  church  grew  in  mem- 
bership from  eleven  hundred  to  twenty-five  hundred  members. 
It  was  in  this  church  that  the  greatest  work  of  his  life  was 
accomplished. 

In  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  Dr.  Young  held 
numerous  positions  of  greatest  importance  and  on  its  key 
committees  and  commissions  he  served  with  distinction.  In 
1945  he  was  elected  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions. 

Dr.  Young  was  considered  one  of  Memphis'  most  prominent 
citizens  and  as  one  of  its  most  eloquent  preachers.  He  had  a 
superb  command  of  English  and  his  sermons  were  models  of 
precision  and  construction.  But  his  pulpit  style  never  over- 
shadowed his  sincerity  and  deep  religious  convictions — a  heritage 
from  his  Scotch  ancestors.  It  has  been  said  that  Dr.  Young  had 
a  part  in  every  phase  of  community  betterment  activities. 
As  a  pastor,  he  was  a  tireless  and  vigorous  worker.  His  like 
probably  does  not  exist  within  his  denomination  today. 

Dr.  Young  was  a  member  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  honorary 
society  and  Kappa  Sigma  social  fraternity.  He  starred  in 
football,  wrestling,  and  boxing. 

Surviving  are  his  wife ;  one  son,  Dr.  Thomas  Kay  Young, 
Jr.,  M.D. ;  his  daughters,  Mrs.  David  Gibson  and  Mrs.  Dunlap 
Cannon  of  Memphis;  a  sister.  Mrs.  Ralph  Doerr  of  Peru, 
Indiana ;  a  brother,  Robert  W.  Young,  Covington,  Virginia, 
and  seven  grandchildren. 

The  Presbyterian  Outlook  pays  the  following  tribute  to  Dr. 
Young  :  "His  transparent  honesty,  his  kind  and  understanding 
manner,  his  courageous  devotion  to  the  truth,  his  willingness 
to  stand  bravely  for  his  convictions  ...  all  these  and  more 
endeared  him  to  our  people  and  made  him  one  of  our  greatest 
leaders.  In  such  a  time,  we  can  be  grateful  for  his  tremendous 
service  among  us  and  pray  that  God  will  raise  up  among  us 
more  leaders  of  his  stature  and  spirit." 

PRICE.  The  Reverend  Philip  Frank  Price,  '85,  dieil  at 
his  home  in  Florence,  South  Carolina,  on  Monday,  May  10, 
1954,  following  a  long  illness.  Dr.  Price  was  a  former  modera- 
tor of  the  (ieneral  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  ("hurch  in 
the  United  States  and  a  father  of  the  1953-54  moderator. 
Dr.   Frank  W.   Price. 

Dr.  Price  was  born  in  Richmond,  \'irginia.  on  July  2,  18(>4. 
Graduating  from  Hampden-Sydney  and  from  L'nion  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  he  was  ordained  in  1889  by  Montgomery  Presby- 
tery. He  immediately  went  to  China  as  a  missionary  and 
served  his  church  in  this  capacity  until  the  war-enforced 
evacuation  in  1941.  I-'or  twenty-nine  years  he  was  a  professor 
in  the  Nanking  Theological  Seminary,  teaching  theology  and 
homiletics.  He  also  acted  as  pastor  of  the  English-speaking 
church  in  Nanking. 

In  1892  he  was  married  to  Esther  Eckard  Wilson  of  Sumter 
County,  South  Carolina.  To  them  were  born  the  following 
children:   the  Reverend  Frank  Wilson  Price,  D.D. ;  Philip  Bar- 


bour Price,  M.D.,  Julian  Pleasants  Price,  M.D.,  John  Leighton 
Price  (deceased),  and  Harry  Bayard  Price.  Since  1941  the 
Prices  have  made  their  home  in  F'lorence,  South  Carolina. 

Dr.  Price  was  the  author  of  several  books,  including  "Short 
.Steps  To  Great  Truths,"  "Catechisms  of  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments," "Wayside  Trace  Series,"  "Evangelistic  Hymn-Book," 
all  in  Chinese,  and  "Our  China  Investment"  in  English.  He 
also  wrote  a  great  many  articles  through  more  than  sixty  years 
for  the  pages  of  The  Christian  Observer. 

In  an  editorial  tribute  to  Dr.  Price,  The  Presbyterian  Outlook 
says  :  "P.  Frank  Price  was  a  man  with  whose  name  the  word 
'saint'  did  not  seem  incongruous.  To  be  sure,  in  our  common 
speech  we  have  given  the  word  a  meaning  which  is  foreign 
to  the  New  Testament  idea — all  the  Christians  were  saints — 
so  that  only  rarely  do  we  apply  the  term.  For  Dr.  Price, 
however,  it  was  the  natural  thing  to  do  .  .  .  He  was  alive 
and  alert  to  all  tliat  enters  into  our  experience.  He  was  a  man 
of  prayer  and  peace;  he  was  also  a  champion  of  just  causes 
and  a  battler  for  the  right  .  .  .  For  what  he  was,  what  he  did 
and  for  what  his  continuing  influence  means  to  our  church, 
we  can  be  grateful  to  God." 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Florence,  South  Carolina, 
with  interment  in  Lexington,  Virginia.

Pep  Gillespie  (for  it  was  thus  that  his  middle  name  was 
abbreviated  to  the  one  syllable  by  which  he  was  generally 
known )  grew  up  and  received  his  elementary  and  high  school 
education  in  Tazewell  County.  He  entered  Hampden-Sydney 
College  with  the  class  which  finished  there  in  1923,  receiving  his 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  at  the  completion  of  his  four-year 
course  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Following  his  academic  education 
at  Hampden-Sydney.  he  studied  law  at  the  University  of 
Virginia,  receiving  his  degree  in  law  from  that  institution  in 
1926.  He  became  a  member  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  social  fraternity 
at  Hampden-Sydney  and  of  Phi  Alpha  Delta  legal  fraternity 
at  the  University  of  Virginia.

Baseballers  Have  Good  Year 

Diamond  action  around  Death  Valley  this  spring  saw 
the  Tigers  go  through  their  eighteen  game  schedule  win- 
ning ten  while  dropping  five.  Three  games  had  to  be 
cancelled  due  to  adverse  weather. 

The  opposition  this  season  had  to  be  faced  with  only 
five  pitchers,  three  of  whom  were  freshmen.  \'eterans 
Tommy  Glascock  and  John  Oliver  joined  with  first  year 
men  Eddie  Siersema,  Jimmy  Taylor,  and  Ronnie  Belton 
to  handle  the  hurling  duties  for  the  Bengals.  Despite 
the  fact  that  they  were  greatly  lacking  in  numbers,  the 
pitching  staff  turned  in  creditable  performances  all  season, 
and  much  of  the  Bengal  success  was  due  to  their  fine  work. 


A  pretty  consistent  team  all  year,  at  no  time  did  Hamp- 
den-Sydney lose  twice  in  succession. 

Coached  by  Claude  Milam,  the  Presbyterians  beat 
W'illiam  and  Mary  and  Bridgewater  twice  in  addition  to 
dropping  Connecticut  \Vesleyan,  Elon,  AVestern  Mary- 
land. Richmond  Professional  Institute,  and  American, 
and  splitting  a  doubleheader  with  Mount  Saint  Mary's. 
Losses  came  when  arch-rival  Randolph-Macon  dumped 
the  Milammen  twice,  and  Richmond  and  Baltimore  once 
each. 

With  fi\e  .^(lo  plus  hitters  this  season  in  Jess  Griffin 
(.387),  Jimmy  Smith  (.375),  Bill  Blair  (.356),  Dean 
Tester  (.346),  and  Billy  Snead  (.313),  the  Tigers  were 
quite  a  bit  stronger  on  offense  this  season  in  comparison 
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with  last  season.  Over  all  the  team  went  to  bat  499  times 
to  collect  139  hits  for  a  neat  team  average  of  .279. 

On  defense  Hampden-Sydncy  again  proved  to  be  tongh 
by  turning  in  a  .951   performance. 

Of  the  team.  Coach  Milam  had  this  to  say:  "I  feel 
that  the  boys  all  did  fine  jobs,  and  that  we  did  have  a 
good  season.  I  was  really  surprised  with  the  way  they  hit, 
and  1  believe  that  if  we  had  been  a  little  stronger  on  the 
mound  we  would  have  done  even  better." 

Catcher  Rill  Rlair,  co-captain  and  thinl  baseman  Dean 
Tester,  second  baseman  Rill  Snead,  lielder  Ford  Zehmer, 
and  pitcher  John  Oliver  will  be  lost  through  graduation 
and  otherwise. 

Track  Interest  On  Increase 

A\'ith  track  interest  at  its  highest  in  years,  Hampden- 
Sydney  fielded  a  surprising  team  which  copped  four  wins 
against  a  single  loss  in  dual  competition  while  placing 
second  in  the  Mason-Dixon  and  Little  Seven  Conference 
meets.  The  only  blot  on  the  ledger  was  the  loss  to  a 
highly  regarded  Roanoke  team.  Roanoke  also  took  first 
places  in  both  conference  meets.  Bengal  victories  came 
over  Bridgcwater,  Randolph-Macon,  \\  illiam  and  Marv, 
and  Norfolk  Division  W&M-VPL 

Coming  up  with  a  fairly  well  rounded  team,  the 
Tigers  were  very  strong  in  the  sprints  and  field  events. 
In  the  distance  races,  however,  they  had  to  settle  for 
mostly  second  and  third  places,  as  here  the  ranks  were 
rather  thin. 

Freshman  Mickey  Moore  of  Clarksville  pro\ed  to  be 
quite  a  speedster  in  the  100  and  220  yard  dashes,  and 
joined  Jim  Overby,  George  Grinnan,  and  Bill  Pauley 
on  the  relay  team  to  set  a  new  school  record  on  ALiy  8th 
at  the  Little  Seven  Meet.  The  Meet  was  held  at  Hamp- 
(len-S\ilney  this  season. 

The  weight  team,  one  of  the  best  in  the  state,  was 
composed  of  three  freshmen,  Jim  Frazer  of  Richmond, 
Jim  Wiley,  Salem,  and  Tommy  Lee  of  Richmond.  Frazer 
«as  high  man  on  the  point  sheet  this  season  with  50 
points  to  his  credit  in  dual  competition.  The  season  saw 
him  set  five  new  records. 

In  the  hurdles,  Bill  French,  Bill  Trapnell,  and  Bob 
(jold  proved  to  be  point-getters,  turning  in  some  nice 
races  during  the  season.  French  also  did  the  pole-vaulting, 
and  should  develop  into  a  fine  competitor  in  this  event. 
He  is  a  freshman. 

Joe  Rushbrooke,  a  senior  from  Salem,  did  a  fine  job 
all  season  in  the  broad  jimip,  and  was  constantly  taking 
points  for  the  Tiger  cause. 

With  a  year  of  experience  luider  their  belts,  the  approxi-

Faced  with  the  problem  of  replacing  four  men  lost 
through  graduation  in  19s.?.  Coach  Thompson  rallied 
his  forces  to  drop  Richmond,  Randolph-Macon,  and 
Bridgcwater  twice  while  scoring  single  victories  over 
George  \Vashington  and  \.  C.  State.  Losses  came  at 
the  hands  of  \'MI  and  W^ishington  and  Lee,  which 
downed  the  Bengals  twice,  and  Catholic  University, 
William  and  Mary,  Union  Seminary,  and  Connecticut 
Wesle\an. 

John  Richards  and  Jimmy  Slaydon,  number  one  and 
three  men  respectively,  played  very  good  tennis  all  season, 
and  were  really  tough  to  beat  as  the  Tigers'  number  one 
doubles  team.

Frazer's  record  throw  was  48  feet  7 
inches.  Frazer's  other  records  came  in  Mason-Dixon  and 
Little  Seven  meet  competition  when  he  set  new  marks 
in  both  the  shot  and  the  discus.  He  also  came  within 
nine  and  one-half  inches  of  putting  up  a  new  school 
mark  in  the  discus.  The  current  record  of  143  feet  10 
inches  is  held  by  Willard  Craft. 

Coach  Bob  Thalman  feels  that  Frazer's  possibilities 
in  the  two  events  are  unlimited,  and  with  three  years 
left  in  track  eligibility,  he  should  make  quite  a  name 
for  himself  as  well  as  boost  track  interest  at  Death  \'allev.

Dean  Tester,  who  co-captained  the  Tiger  diamond 
aggregation  this  spring,  has  signed  a  professional  contract 
to  play  baseball  with  Pulaski,  Virginia,  his  hometown.
